You may try other searches on the topic of 
Transgenderism, and find similar results. As shown in this image, Google only provides sources 
which have a postive narrative that affirms the Gender Identity of the subject. 


What Google won't tell you: there have been many cases of male criminals coming out as trans 
while in prison, and seeking placement in women’s prisons. It’s not that male criminals are 
not being transferred to women’s prisons. They are. This issue is almost entirely absent from 
online media reporting, and especially absent from the news sources that Google returns first. 


Before it was banned, r/GenderCritical users often shared stories like these. Many of the 
names on the following pages were compiled from r/GenderCritical and other gender critical 
sources.

Fvery name on this list represents a male criminal currently being housed or seeking place- 
ment in women’s prison. To my knowledge, this is the most complete and accurate list of its 
kind which currently exists. This list does not include TIM criminals seeking sex-reassignment 
surgery or other accommodations in prison, unless they are also seeking re-placement. Nor 
does it include TIMs who have been released from prison, even if they were housed in a wom- 
en's facility while incarcerated.

Fven among this list, many sources use a female name and pronouns for the defendant. In 
some cases, searching the defendant's given name will provide additional information on their 
crimes. In others, only the defendant's preferred name will appear in results. Nearly all of 
these cases are difficult to find with any search less specific than the defendant's name. 


These men are not women. They are dangerous criminals. Most are convicted on felony charges 
of murder, rape, or sexual assault. Many are convicted of crimes against women. They are, or 
will be, a danger to any female prisoners they are housed with.

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From Gender Identity Disorder to Gender Incongruence: the 
Normalization of Delusion

This was the bold declaration of the author of this 2017 article from Huffpost (considered a 
respectable publication by some). 


What war? Did you know we were fighting? 

In fact, the author calls it a “War Against Trans Children” 

According to her, an invisible machine wages a millennia old war against children who refuse 
to conform. And now it’s over. Won. The children stand victorious. If true, it could be a beautiful 
story; but let’s investigate what made her finally to declare victory. 

As she states, 

“The debate about trans care for adults and adolescents is over, and the consensus is global. 

... the World Health Organization (WHO) will de-psychopathologize adolescent and adult trans 


persons” 


De-psychopathologize is a word that is not in any dictionary. However, Wikitionary provides 
this definition for “psychopathologize”: 


“psychopathologize (third-person singular simple present psychopathologizes, present partici- 


ple psychopathologizing, simple past and past participle psychopathologized) 
ЧІ; (transitive) To bring into the realm ої psychopathology; to treat as a mental 
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“disorder.” 
(https://en.wiktionary.org/wiki/psychopathologize) 


Now, the WHO pretends to be an organization of medical professionals. Isn't it the job of med- 
ical professionals to “treat as a mental disorder” things which are, in reality, mental disorder? 
Aha, so the issue at hand is revealed. This entire battle has hinged on a definition change — a 
change which was made in the publication of the fifth edition of the North American Diagnostic 
and Statistical Manual of Mental Disorders (DSM), and which the WHO has followed suit in 
editing in its own guidelines. According to the author, they will (and now have) 


“remove Gender Identity Disorder in Adolescence and Adulthood from the mental illness 
classification, and rename it the value-neutral ‘Gender Incongruence’ coding in a new chapter 
in Sexual Health.” 


So, let's take a look at these terms, and then we will determine the reasons this change was a 
necessary victory for a radical movement.

“The gender identity disorders (GID) are defined as disorders in which an individual exhibits 
marked and persistent identification with the opposite sex and persistent discomfort (dyspho- 
ria) with his or her own sex or sense of inappropriateness in the gender role of that sex.”

The important word in this definition is “disorder”. A disorder means something is not right;

something is out of place. It implies a normal, and it implies a deviation. In fact, this disorder 
carries many unpleasant side effects. As Linda C. Shafer M.D., wrote in Massachusetts General 
Hospital Handbook of General Hospital Psychiatry (Sixth Edition), (2010): 


“In adolescents and adults, the disturbance is manifested by a variety of symptoms, such as 
preoccupation with getting rid of primary and secondary sex characteristics (e.g., requests for 
hormones or surgery), or a belief in being born the wrong sex. By late adolescence or adult- 
hood, 75% of boys with a history of gender identity disorder as a child will have a homosexual 
or bisexual orientation. Children with gender identity disorder may have co-existing separation 
anxiety, generalized anxiety, and depression, whereas adolescents are at risk for depression, 
suicidal ideation, and suicide attempts. Adults with the condition often have co-existing anxiety 
and depression. Adult males may have a history of transvestic fetishism as well as other para- 
philias. Associated personality disorders are common in male patients.” 


Those without diagnosed Gender Identity Disorder don’t suffer these symptoms at the same 
rates as those with, and they are not at the same risk for these issues. So, the disorder was 
defined and understood. That is, until the name and definition were changed. 


And it was not immediately changed to Gender Incongruence, as the author of the Huffpost 


article insinuates. In fact, this change had been made years before this article was even 


published: 

“People with gender dysphoria are typically transgender. The diagnostic label gender identity 
disorder (GID) was used until 2013 with the release of the DSM-5. The condition was renamed 
to remove the stigma associated with the term disorder.”

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The American Psychiatric Association articulates the philosophy behind the first definition 
change on their website: 


“The presence of gender variance is not the pathology but dysphoria is from the distress 
caused by the body and mind not aligning and/or societal marginalization of gender-variant 
people. It needs to be ego-dystonic to qualify as a diagnosis and having a discussion with our 
patients about the diagnosis prior to charting it is necessary and good care. 


“The DSM-5 articulates explicitly that ‘gender non-conformity is not in itself a mental disor- 
der.’ The 5th edition also includes a separate ‘gender dysphoria in children’ diagnosis and for 
the first time allows the diagnosis to be given to individuals with disorders of sex development 
(050). DSM-5 also includes the optional ‘post-transition’ specifier to indicate when a particular 
individual’s gender transition is complete. In this ‘post-transition’ case, the diagnosis of gender 
dysphoria would no longer apply but the individual may still need ongoing medical care 

(e.g., hormonal treatment). Nevertheless, discussions continue among advocates and medical 
professionals about how best to preserve access to gender transition-related health care while 
also minimizing the degree to which such diagnostic categories stigmatize the very people that 
physicians are attempting to help.”

These distinctions are dense but not subtle. While identification with the opposite sex would 

be a clear indication of Gender Identity Disorder, that same identification will not be called 
“Gender Dysphoria” unless the individual experiences distress as a result. Gender Dysphoria is 
not called a disorder. Its theory does not assume that the identity is out of place. Instead, the 
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identity is affirmed, and only the symptoms are treated. All of this; to suggest that a man who 
believes he is a woman is not suffering a case of mistaken identity; but, in fact, is exhibiting 
the appropriate response to existing as a sexed individual. According to the APA: his feelings 
are not wrong, his body is. Once this frame is established, remedial steps become apparent. 


This definition brings with it its own plan of treatment: medical, hormonal, and surgical tran- 
sition to the opposite sex. And when this “transition” is complete, the individual no longer has 
Gender Dysphoria. Diagnostically, he cannot, because his identified sex and perceived sex now 
align. Never-mind that these “post-transition” patients continue to experience higher rates of 
all the awful symptoms associated with Gender Identity Disorder. That fact is overlooked by the 
medical professionals who write these guidelines. His distress cannot be attributed to a gender 
identity mis-match, therefore it cannot be called Gender Dysphoria. In fact, his distress does 
not fit any umbrella definition in the DSM 5. 


That, post-transition, individuals experienced “higher risks for mortality, suicidal behaviour, 
and psychiatric morbidity” were the results of a 30-year study conducted in Sweden, completed 
in 2003.

And this recent study had similar results: 
“They found transgender adolescents (TGAs) had higher rates of suicidal ideation, plans, 
attempts and attempts requiring medical care compared to [not transgender] teens. They 


also had higher rates of non-suicidal self-injury, according to ‘Suicidality Disparities between 
Transgender and Cisgender Adolescents,’ (Thoma BC, et al. Pediatrics. Oct. 14, 2019, 
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“https://doi.org/10.1542/peds.2019-1183).”

And, in a supreme act of demented irony, the suicidality rates for this group, previously 
considered a symptom of the disorder, are the last line of defense in a line of reasoning which 
justifies unheard-of treatment. 


The Centre for Suicide Prevention recommends medical transition as a method of suicide 
prevention, on their website: 


“The decision to medically transition to the gender with which one identifies can be stressful 
and may place someone more at risk for suicide. However, studies show that once a transition 
is completed, it does have beneficial effects.”

However, it seems that very little research has been done on this 7-year named disorder. 
Indeed, even less has been done to study the effects of the recommended treatment for it. 


It may be a good analogy to suggest that we will one day look back at the current medical 
treatment schedule for Gl individuals as nothing less than a medical lobotomy. It is indeed 
castration. Naturally, there is some evidence that preventing natural puberty in children leads 
to cognitive delays in adulthood. (This quote is long but it is very informative.): 


“By 2004, it was known that surgical castration of male animals can lead to ‘profound loss of 
synaptic density in the hippocampus and changes in learning and memory’ [38][39] due to 
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“absence of testosterone. Synapses are the junctions between cells through which information 
is shared by tiny electrical impulses or chemical transmitters. Their reduction implies reduced 
or altered activity of that region of the brain. GnRH blockers are a means of chemical as 
opposed to surgical castration, therefore, the effect of reduction of testosterone by blocking the 
pituitary needed to be elucidated. 


“By 2007, as animal and behavioural studies suggested blockers ‘may have significant effects 
on memory’ their effects were examined in humans. Interference in memory and executive 
function[40], and abnormal cerebral function was found in women receiving blockers for 
gynaecological reasons.[41 ] 


“In 2008, review of the effect of testosterone deprivation due to blockers in men receiving 
them for prostate cancer raised the ‘strong argument’ that blockers, alone, caused ‘subtle 
but significant cognitive declines’.[42] Other studies confirmed ‘higher rates ... of cognitive 
impairment’ compared to controls[43], but were denied by some.[44] Laboratory studies 
were needed. 


“In 2009, scientists in universities in Glasgow and Oslo had begun collaborative research on 
the effect of blockers on the behaviour and brains of sheep. These foundational studies re- 
vealed that exposure of the pre-pubertal lamb to blockers led to an observable increase in the 
size of the amygdala[45], that the activities of a large number of genes in the amygdala and 
hippocampus were altered by the blockers[46] [47] and, not surprisingly, that some aspects 
of brain function were disturbed [48][49]. Female sheep had less emotional control and were 
more anxious. Males were more prone fo ‘risk taking’ and alterations in emotional reactivity. 
Males suffered reduction in spatial memory that persisted after treatment.[ 50] 


“These results suggest that blockers may alter the shape of the brain and the capacity of cells 
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“to communicate with each other at a molecular level[51] [52]. This could be due to a direct 
effect of the loss of GnRH or, alternatively, a reduction in GnRH-dependent production of local 
neurosteroids involved in the formation of synaptic connections when the brain is developing. 
[53] [54] 


“Contrary to the laboratory studies, a recent study by the Dutch group] 55] on its own human 
patients asserted that no difference could be found in executive function between mid-teens on 
blockers and controls. Little reassurance can be gained from this conclusion, however, because 
close reading of the results reveals that males on blockers transgendering to females did have 
‘significantly lower accuracy scores than the control groups’. However, the authors declared 
that ‘it is possible that this is just a chance finding due to the small size of the subgroup (of 
eight adolescents)’. Alternatively, it could have confirmed what had been revealed in sheep; 
but, indeed, the numbers were small. 


“Other psychological studies have suggested positive outcome in humans on hormonal therapy 
but all are weakened by small numbers and their reliance on observations by involved thero- 
pists.[56] Reviews stress lack of evidence[ 57]. It should be emphasised that, unlike older men 
with cancer whose brains are deteriorating with age, children are being given blockers at a 
time of great brain development. Moreover, compared to the men whose treatment lasted only 
months, many children receive blockers for years.”

This bizarre medical experiment in now taking place, and children in the US and across the 
world are becoming its victims. 


And not for nothing, either. The doctors who perform sex-reassignment surgeries make a fair 
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penny doing it. Doctors are paid by the pharmaceutical companies who make these medica- 
tions. It is in only within the interest of medical corporations to recommend their own services, 
and to extoll the supposed benefits. The Philadelphia Center for Transgender Surgery shares 

a price sheet of surgeries costing thousands, and tens of thousands of dollars, each, for its 
patients.

One person seeking sex reassignment may receive all, or most, of the surgeries on this list in 
their lifetime. These costs are in addition to the life-long cost of replacement hormones and 
doctor visits. The people who seek out this treatment course become permanent patients. 


Now, the WHO has renamed the disorder again. In it’s eleventh revision of the International 
Classification of Diseases (ICD-11), “Gender Incongruence” has been defined this way: 


“a marked and persistent incongruence between the gender felt or experienced and the gen- 
der assigned to birth’12. This incongruity is manifested in at least two of the following criteria: 
“- Strong dislike or disagreement with primary or secondary sexual characteristics due to incon- 
gruence with the experienced gender. 

“- Strong desire to get rid of some of those sexual characteristics due to the incongruence with 
the experienced gender. 

“- Strong desire to have the primary or secondary sexual characteristics of the experienced 
gender. 

“Strong desire to be treated and accepted as a person of the felt gender.”

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Apparently, tho only criteria which can now qualify this diagnosis is a strong desire to become 
the opposite sex. Soon, everyone who has pondered the notion, or even those who engage in 
a wistful fantasy, may be convinced of their need for diagnosis. But this can’t be shocking. 
The definition has simultaneously become so narrow; that it includes only a single symptom 
of the affor-named “Gender Identity Disorder’: at the same time, its prevalence as a diagnosis 
increases. The numbers of children referred to gender re-assignment clinics have risen sharply 
as a result. According to a study published in the Archives of Sexual Behavior: 


“Over the last decade, several child and adolescent gender identity services have reported an 
increase in young people who seek help with incongruence between the experienced gender 
identity and the gender to which they were assigned at birth (Aitken et al., 2015; Wood et al., 
2013). Many of those, but not all, would meet the diagnostic criteria for gender dysphoria (GD) 
(APA, 2013). It has been suggested that this increase is mostly due to an influx of birth-as- 
signed females coming forward.”

Even so, the named authors at the Mental Health Journal proclaim proudly the semantic games 
of the WHO, having this to say about the final term “Gender Incogruence”: 


“On June 18, 2018 the World Health Organization (WHO)5 establish [sic] itself as a pioneer in 
the process of depathologization of transsexuality. This struggle, in order to stop transsexuality 
from being considered a mental disorder and to eliminate the gender identity disorder of the 
international manuals of mental disorders, had been represented in the last decade by the

“powerful movements of depathologization (Stop Trans Pathologization, depsychopathologisa- 
tion statement released, etc)6, 7,8. 


“The Manual of International Statistical Classification of Diseases and Related Health Problems 
(ICD-11) eliminates the term ‘transsexualism’ and replaces it with the term ‘Gender Incongru- 
ence * (61)9. This new terminology will no longer be part of the chapter on mental disorders 
(chapter 6) but a new chapter is created (chapter 17) called ‘conditions related to sexual 
health’. These ICD-11 changes implied an advance and a great liberation for trans people who 
were doubly stigmatized since transsexuality has always been located around paraphilias and 
within personality disorders.” 


When homosexuality was removed from the DSM in 1987, it meant that homosexuals were no 
longer treated by psychologists. It meant that they were free to live their lives on their own 
terms, apart from medical and therapeutic intervention — not so with transsexuality. All these 
definition changes have placed gender identity disorders squarely on the developing edge at 
the intersection of medicine and psychology. In this case, the “de-psychopathologization” of 
transsexuality has meant that individuals with gender disorders are receiving more hormones, 
more surgeries, and more interventions than they ever have. And medical proponents of this 
plan have practically become the pioneers of a terrifying new field of medicine — one that is 
not quite plastic surgery, and not quite psychiatry — but somewhere in the middle. It may be 
the only field of medicine which endeavors to change the body, in order to conform it to the 
mind. 


It begs the question: is this a treatment? Or a program? 


Ironically, the authors at the Mental Health Journal reveal the motivations of Radical Trans 
Rights Activists in their discussion of the initial revisions made to the DSM: 
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“This first draft didn’t meet the expectations of the trans people that harbored the hope that 
transsexuality would disappear from the international diagnostic classifications just like it 
happened with homosexuality11.” 


What the authors at this journal attribute to “trans people” is better recognized as the strange 
want of Radical Trans Rights Activists, who have undoubtedly gained influence in the medical 
community, where they successfully push their agenda. Do not be mistaken: the purpose of this 
definition change is to normalize the medical transition of children. Removing the diagnosis 
altogether is the mechanism which intends to permanently normalize transsexuality. The 
Huffpost author who heralded the end of this war put it bluntly when she said: 


“Being a patient with a diagnosis implies there’s something wrong with you.” 


And with that statement, the real intentions of the war are revealed, and the combatants stand 
in stark relief. As if reeling in the aftermath of an explosion, they are gathered together on 
each side. They regroup, and do not fear to re-engage. But the enemy is strong. The trumpet 
of victory was blown too soon. As the author implies, the goal of this movement is not only 

to “de-psychopathologize”, but even to “de-diagnose” sexual variance — to make it common- 
place. And with that, sexual transition will become routine medical care. This is not the war 
against oppression it figures. This is a war waged by Radical Trans Activists against the sanity 
of every heterosexual man and woman on the planet. This is the war against gender, as a 
concept; and sex, as a dimorphic reality. The aim of the Radical Trans Activists who fight in 
this war is to eliminate, once and for all, men and women. Imagine for a moment: there is no 
distinction to be made, because none exists. This pictures their utopia. 


Perhaps a better name for this war would be: The War Against Our Children. 
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It is one that cannot continue. We cannot afford to stand idly by while our boys and girls fall 
victim to this medical machination. This fight can only be fought by Men and Women standing 
for biological reality. Their agenda can no longer stand up to scrutiny. It dies in the light of 
information. 
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Self-Identity in Art, a Criticism

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This is the artist’s description of the piece: 


“| was painting and thought to myself what does it feel like or look like to be a woman’ and | 
felt like instead of being my own person with an identity, | feel more like I’m an object in so- 
ciety to be used for men. It’s so prominent especially in the South that | feel like | don't know 
who | am sometimes. It feels like body dysmorphia hence the different red outline of her body. 
Being a woman to me means struggling to find an identity. And to be honest. Fuck subtlety. 
This isn’t the time in our society for subtle hints that | feel violated as a woman.” 


My criticism, directed to the artist: 


Since you've made it obvious this is a depiction of how you see yourself, I’m going to direct my 
criticism towards that. 


It’s okay that you are struggling with your identity. You have asked a noble question, and | en- 
courage you fo consider this more deeply: “what does it feel like or look like to be a woman?” 
However, | assume it will be impossible for you to answer this. Since you are not all women, 
you cannot answer this question in the general. Instead, you should narrow your focus, ask: 
“what does it feel like or look like to be myself?” 


You answered; “I’m an object in society to be used for men.” If you are attempting to form 
a self-identity, why consider how other people see you? Indeed, why consider the views of 
anyone else at all. You do not exist in the minds of others, and you cannot know their actual 
perspective. If you could, their thoughts would tell you nothing about yourself. You can only 
know yourself from your own thoughts. 


As an answer to the question you posed, your depiction of womanhood is highly negative. The 
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woman you painted is naked, and in a submissive posture. She looks over her shoulder, as if 
leading the viewer on. There is nothing to oppose the messages that surround her. Quite the 
opposite; she is totally engulfed by them, and they even begin to cover her. It is obvious, from 
the artistic portrayal, and from your own description, that this woman has no identity. She is 
merely the living, breathing, embodiment of the cultural messages she has consumed. 


Is this how you see yourself? 


If these are the messages you have received, you should know they are false. You cannot exist 
for other people; you can only exist for yourself. If you conceptualize yourself only as you 
serve other people, you will never know who you are. 


You are attempting to form an identity from the negative. It will пої work. You can say, 1 
create an identity from the negative, so | will know what | am not.” But this only goes so far. 
Then, you will only know what you are not. 


You must form a positive identity, by considering what you are. Your identity should be based 
in self-understanding that is self-generated. If your understanding is based in the culture, or in 
the opinions of other people, it will be a falsehood. Only when you can say, “І know what | am, 
because | have looked inside myself”, then you will have a positive identity. 


| would like to share some additional thoughts on the artistic work: 
Camille Paglia has a quote which | find extremely relevant here. In her book, Glittering 
Images: A Journey Through Art From Egypt to Star Wars, she writes: “Nothing is more hack- 


neyed than the liberal dogma that shock value confers automatic importance on an artwork.”

This piece is meant to shock the viewer; it is meant to offend. Outside of that, it contains little 
artistic significance. The collage technique is sloppy, and the painting looks hastily done. The 

brushstrokes are rough and inconsistent, as is the style, which, within the shape of the figure, 
jumps from a cartoonish black outline to attempted realism. In this too, the artist shows little 
regard for artistic technique. The red outline superimposed on the figure distorts the features 
of the face, and portrays no visual meaning. For these reasons, | place this artwork firmly in 

the realm of Postmodernism. 


The message of the piece is simple; “Woman is made by the culture.” This adds no artistic 
significance for two reasons. First, this message has been repeated by Postmodernists ad 
infinitum. It cannot be artistically significant, because it does not belong to the original thought 
of the artist. In fact, this message may be the most common one that women currently receive. 
Despite that, it is not true. No individual can be made by their culture. Humans, including wom- 
en, have an innate nature. Art which has no relation to truth cannot be significant. 


This piece has no value beyond shock and offense. This, a masterful work, does not make. It 
portrays nothing beyond the artist’s own confusion with her identity. In this, | can feel sympa- 
thy for the artist. It is difficult to form a self-identity, especially in a time when messages, such 
as this, are so prevalent. An artist can also find self-identity through her work. However, this 
attempt is unoriginal, and misguided. 


| will end by saying this: the true artist separates herself from the culture. She is not defined 
by it. Her art exists outside of that culture, in a place that is without context, indeed, without 
time. Its meaning cannot be known, because it is generated by an understanding that she 
alone possesses. What can be appreciated in this light can truly be called art. 
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Self-Identity as a Means to know God 


One verse in the book of Genesis stands out to my mind more than any other. It is this: 

So God created man in his own image, in the image of God created he him; male and female 
created he them. 

Genesis 1:27 

The Holy Bible: King James Version 

Although being often referenced, this verse is rarely satisfactorily expounded. One line of 
argument suggests that God made the physical body of man to reflect God’s own form. This 
argument soon falls apart, when one realizes that God exists without physical form. As it is 
written; 

God is a Spirit: and they that worship him must worship him in spirit and in truth. 

John 4:24 

God is a Spirit. He has no body. Therefore, it is not the physical body of man which is the 
image of God. 


Another line of reasoning would say that this verse indicates that God is a man. So man is 
made in the image of God, and woman is not. While this meaning exists within the verse, it 
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hardly does justice to the underlying meaning to forfeit analysis here. 


Another verse reads: 


That which is born of the flesh is flesh; and that which is born of the Spirit is spirit 

John 3:6 

As God is a Spirit, then Man is like god in his spirit. As man is in the image of God, he can 
come to know God by knowing himself. 

The woman is made from the Man. Therefore, by coming to know herself, she can come to 
know Man. If she knows Man, then she may come to know the Spirit of God as he reflects it. 


Then, recognizing the Spirit of God, she will come to know the character of God and God also. 


Knowledge of the self is called self-identity. She who has little knowledge of herself has a weak 
self-identity, while she who knows herself well will have a strong self-identity. 


The self is spirit. It is generally understood that there are three parts to man or woman; spirit, 
mind, and body. 
This is supported: 


And the very God of peace sanctify you wholly; and | pray God your whole spirit and soul and 
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body be preserved blameless unto the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 


1 Thesallonians 5:23 


Although it will be impossible to have a clear understanding of the self without a true under- 
standing of the mind and body, knowledge of the mind and body alone will contribute nothing 
to self-understanding. 


The self is the part that can say, "1 am”, which is an echo of the Great | AM, which is God. 

This God told to Moses: 

And God said unto Moses, І AM THAT І AM: and he said. Thus shalt thou say unto the children of 
Israel, 1AM hath sent me unto you. 

Exodus 3:14 

To know the self, it must be distinguished from the other parts of the mind and body. These 
parts can be known by their own statements: 

“| feel...” 


“| know...” 
“| like...” 
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These are not self-statements, and do no represent the spirit. 


Relying on these statements for self-understanding will profit nothing to self-identity. Only 
those statements which begin with “1 am...” will develop knowledge of who her self is. 


It is beyond important that a woman know herself well. Those with false self-identity are under 
strong delusion. They believe a lie. Indeed, nothing can save them, except faith in God. 


For it is written: 


The fear of the LORD is the beginning of knowledge: but fools despise wisdom and instruction. 


Proverbs 1:7 


And: 


Now faith is the substance of things hoped for, the evidence of things not seen. 


Hebrews 11:1 


Faith grants the spirit of understanding. By coming to know herself, she will come to know God 
also. There is a simple reason for this: 
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God designed the body and mind. 

For how can one begin to say who she is without exercising these. 

See, to get down to who “I am” is, one should also discover what one feels, one knows, and 
one likes. Then, these statements can be separated from each other, and the self — which is 
unchanging — can be identified. 


With sufficient standing in self-identity, then she may also begin to say, “I believe...” 


Finally, it is with belief that one knows God.

She is married. She is a bride to her husband. 


After marriage, she becomes a mother. She has a steady routine of cleaning, cooking and 
caring for children. 


As her children age, she becomes a teacher. She is their primary instructor in reading, writing, 
and arithmetic. She will especially impart her skills in house-keeping and crafts to her daugh- 
ters. 


She is a wise grandmother: a blessing to her husband and children. 


If she dedicates herself to her purpose, she can never be unfulfilled. 
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Radical Views on Sex 


The two major sects of 3rd Wave Feminism have diverging opinions on sex as an expression of 
power. 


| will attempt to explain the differences between TIRF [Trans-Inclusionary Radical Feminist/m] 
and TERF [Trans-Exclusionary Radical Feminist/m] ideas on this topic. 


TIRFs use the phrase “sex work is work” and fight for the sexual liberation of women in all 
aspects. They believe that women are sexually oppressed when their sexual expression is 
limited. | believe this mindset grew out of the sexual revolution of the 1960s, which was tied 
to the movement of 2nd Wave Feminism. | believe this movement may have had some good 
intentions. There was an idea that women should enjoy sex, and should be educated on their 
bodies. In the early 1900s, Freud popularized the idea that clitoral orgasm was psychosexu- 
allly deviant, and in 1948, the 25th edition of Gray's Anatomy did not include the clitoris in 
diagrams of female anatomy. It was not until 1998 that the full anatomy of the clitoris was 
discovered and mapped. 


(http://projects.huffingtonpost.com/projects/cliteracy /history) 


As a result, many women of the 20th century were uninformed or misinformed on their own 
anatomy. In addition to this, there was the cultural belief that sex is something a woman 
does for her husband, and it was not for her enjoyment. However, after overcoming these two 
obstacles to female sexual enjoyment, the sexual liberation movement took a more Radical 
tact. This is a typical TIRF definition of sexual oppression: 


“We have perpetuated the notion that negative value is associated with women who sleep with 


someone on the first date, engage in casual sex often or have had many partners. Oftentimes, 
we do so, even when we will, in turn, be subject to such a cruel scale of judgment.” 
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(https://www.elitedaily.com/dating/women-still-oppressed-sexual-beings-heres/813549) 


So, although women have the information and the ability to enjoy sex, TIRFs claims that 

the cultural attitudes toward promiscuous women continue to oppress them. (It is mostly a 
woman’s female friends and relatives who will judge her for her promiscuity, but this fact is 
obscured in TIRF ideology.) Their goal no longer seems to be for women enjoy sex, but simply 
that they have as much sex as possible. (I do not believe this is truly enjoyable for women 

- therefore this movement is diametrically opposed to its original intentions.) For TIRFs, | sup- 
pose sexual empowerment would be for a woman to have as much sex, with whoever, and in 
whatever way she wants, and to be congratulated and encouraged to do so. They also support 
porn and sex work as empowering to women. 


Framing the physical act of sex as an expression of power is much more common in TERF. 
TERFs offen cite the views of Andrea Dworkin on sex and pornography. Dworkin believed 


“all intercourse ... violates the integrity of a woman's body, that women who want it are ‘expe- 
riencing pleasure in their own inferiority.”

She is sometimes quoted as saying “all sex is rape”, but | think that is a simplification of her 
views. Dworkin was abused by her first husband, which undoubtably shaped her views on het- 
erosexual relationships. From my own observation, a significant number of women in the TERF 
community have also been abused by male partners. You should also know that many TERFs 
are Radical Lesbian separatists, and some do believe that sex between a man and a woman is 
always an expression of male power oppressing the female partner. | found an entirely serious 
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discussion on r/GenderCritical on whether oral sex is inherently disempowering, with this 
response: 


“In a relationship, sex does not exist separate from other power relationships between 
partners. and the cultural influences that create expectations within us. So in a relationship 
that has a power imbalance, sex will feel like it is expression and an enactment of that power 
imbalance.”

Since they definitionally believe men have power and women are oppressed, | suppose they 
believe all heterosexual relationships have an inherent power imbalance, and therefore het- 
erosexual sex is always disempowering to the woman. This can also be extended to inter-racial 
relationships. In their framework, white people always have more power than members of oth- 
er races. By the same theory, inter-racial sex is disempowering to the non-white partner. (And 
| did not make that up, | was introduced to that theory in a Gender Studies classroom.) While 
there is some room for discussion about whether particular sex acts are disempowering, TERFs 
are firm on the stance that porn and sex work are degrading and disempowering to women, 
and they fight for these industries to be eradicated and made illegal. Most are opposed to 
BDSM sex, kinky sex, or any kind of sex that plays out roles of dominance and submission for 
similar reasons, especially if the man is in the dominant role. 


ТЕКЕ substitute the oppressor/oppressed narrative where dominance and submission are 
more appropriate. This is a rhetorical trick to imply that there is violence in the sexual rela- 
tionship. It also disguises the woman's choice to participate. This is purposeful, as TERFs would 
argue that women cannot consent to sex in a relationship with a power imbalance. (Notice how 
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similar this is to the framing of arguments against minor consent. We would say that a minor 
cannot consent to sex with an adult, because there is an inherent power imbalance between 
the adult and the minor, therefore the minor does not have the full power to make that 
decision. TERFs attribute the same level of autonomy to women, as most people would attribute 


to a child.) 


Both views must be rejected. 
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Abstinence is the Best Way to Prevent Pregnancy 


In many ways, the invention of birth control has liberated the sexuality of women. The ability 
to medically control fertility has allowed many women to engage in sexual activity seemingly 
without repercussion. As a result, young women today no longer feel bound by the cultural mo- 
res of the past, which insisted on abstinence until marriage. As a result, many women are more 
promiscuous and have more sexual partners than their mothers or grandmothers ever were or 
did. In many cases, they are encouraged to act this way. Postmodern feminists discourage any 
perceived restraint to the sexual activity of women, calling these messages “disempowering”. 
On the blog EcoFeminist Entrepreneur, there is an article titled "Female Sexual Empowerment” 
by Devon Basco, which explores this issue through the lens of postmodern feminism. The crux 
of her argument is this: 


“It is incredibly difficult to be sexually empowered in a society that shames women for express- 
ing their sexuality” 


(https://ecofeministentrepreneur.com/female-empowerment-pillars/female-sexual-empower- 


ment/) 


According to postmodern feminism, women will be sexually empowered when there is no phys- 
ical, social, or cultural restraint to their sexual activity. Essentially, they argue, women should 
have as much sex as they want, with whoever they want. 


But is this a good thing for women? 
As promiscuity is on the rise, so are unintended pregnancies, and rates of single-motherhood. 
Nearly 40% of children born in the US today are born to unwed mothers. (https: //singlemoth- 


erguide.com/single-mother-statistics/) The reason for this is quite simple. No method of birth 
control is perfect. The American Pregnancy Association list failure rates for various forms of 
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birth control on their website. The only method which has a failure rate of 0% is abstinence. 
(https://americanpregnancy.org/preventing-pregnancy /birth-control-failure/) 


The next most effective method of birth control listed is the hormonal arm implant, which has 
a failure rate of 0.05%. This means 1 in 2000 women will conceive while using this method of 
birth control. Only 1.6% of women between the ages of 15-44 have the hormonal arm implant. 
(https://www.guttmacher.org/fact-sheet/contraceptive-use-united-states) IUDs are slightly 
more common, but also slightly less effective. The hormonal IUD has a failure rate of 0.2%, 
while the copper IUD sits at 0.8% failure. 


Permanent sterilization is usually considered a fail-safe measure against conception. However, 
these surgeries also have significant failure rates, which are different for men and women. 
Male sterilization, or vasectomy, has a failure rate of 0.15%. Female sterilization, or tubal liti- 
gation, has a higher failure rate — 0.5%. Put another way, 1 in 200 who have had sterilization 
surgery will go on to conceive. The risk may be up to 5% for young women, or women who had 
the surgery over 10 years ago. 


Of course, not everyone who wants fo prevent pregnancy wants to prevent it permanently. The 
numbers are even more startling for the most common methods of birth control. Oral contra- 
ceptives have a failure rate of 9%, while the male condom has a failure rate of 18%. 


Other barrier methods carry failure rates between 12% and 40%. Among the least effective 
ways to prevent pregnancy are withdrawal and fertility awareness methods, which have failure 
rates of 22% and 25%, respectively. 


As the only method with a 0% chance of conception, abstinence is the most effective way to 
prevent pregnancy. 
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It is also worth mentioning that abstinence as a method of birth control has no side effects. 
Barrier methods carry the risk of allergic reaction, which can be severe or painful. 


Permanent sterilization carries the risks associated with any surgery, such as hematoma, 
infection, or reaction to anesthesia. In vasectomies, these risks also include granulomas (lump 
in the scrotum), and postvasectomy pain syndrome. Most men will experience discomfort, 
bruising, and swelling immediately after the procedure. (https://www.nichd.nih.gov/health/ 
topics/vasectomy/conditioninfo/risk) Tubal litigation surgeries can result in damage to 

the bowel, bladder or major blood vessels, improper wound healing, or continued pelvic or 
abdominal pain. These risks are greater for women who have a history of pelvic or abdominal 
surgery, are obese, or diabetic. During the healing process, women can also experience abdom- 
inal pain or cramping, fatigue, dizziness, gassiness or bloating, and shoulder pain. (https:// 
www.mayoclinic.org/tests-procedures/tubal-ligation/about/pac-20388360) Additionally, since 
these methods are permanent, there is always the risk of regret. 


The side effects of hormonal birth control may be the most severe, as the delicate balance 

of our hormones plays a role in nearly every function of our body. The birth control pill is 
classified as a carcinogen by the World Health Organization (http://www.nbcnews.com/ 
id/8759578/ns/health-womens_health/t/hormone-pills-added-list-carcinogens/#.XciE8C- 
21Myk), and has been linked to higher rates of endometrial cancer and ovarian cancer, 

but may also be associated with breast cancer, cervical cancer, and liver cancer. By design, 
hormonal birth control lowers testosterone and increases estrogen, which can cause a decrease 
in libido, energy, and muscle tone. Estrogen dominance wreaks havoc on the digestive and 
reproductive systems. Among the other possible side effects are gas, bloating, constipation, 
candida, digestive disorders, inflammatory bowel diseases like Crohn’s disease, nutrient defi- 
ciencies, thyroid dysfunction, weight gain or weight-loss resistance, yeast infections, 
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increased symptoms of PMS, endometriosis, PCOS, heavy bleeding, acne, eczema, psoriasis, 
fibromyalgia, mood swings, migraines, depression, anxiety, increased blood pressure, blood 
clot disorders, heart attack, and stroke. Even after stopping birth control, some women may 
experience delayed fertility or even permanent infertility. (https://rootandrevel.com/birth- 
control-pill-side-effects/) 


Abstinence prevents pregnancy with zero risks. 


Another risk that should be considered in the choice of birth control is the contraction of STD's. 
Infection rates are on the rise in the US. (https: //www.cdc.gov/nchhstp/newsroom/2018/ 
press-release-2018-std-prevention-conference.html) Here are some alarming facts about STD 
infection: 


There are 20 million new STD cases each year 

-110 million Americans (44% of the adult population) have an STD 

-50% of new infections occur in people aged 15-24 

Certain STDs can present without symptoms, and a significant number of these cases 
go undiagnosed 

-Some STDs are incurable, untreatable, or drug-resistant 


(https://www.livescience.com/48100-sexually-transmitted-infections-50-states-map.html) 


Condoms are the only method of birth control that provide any level of protection against STD 
contraction during sex. If the condom does not break, it can protect against STDs which are 
transmitted through bodily fluids, such as Chlamydia, Gonorrhea, HIV/AIDS, and most strains 
of Hepatitis. A condom provides no level of protection against STDs which are transmitted 
through skin-to-skin contact, including Herpes Simplex Virus strains 1 and 2, HPV, Genital 
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Crabs, or Pubic Lice. (https://www.yourstdhelp.com/condoms_and_stds.html) 


Anyone who does not wish to contract a STD should ask for a recent clear STD test from every 
sexual partner they engage. By a matter of pure probability, those who limit their number of 
sexual partners, and those who are in relationships where both partners are monogamous will 
have lower rates of infection. 


Of course, abstinence is the safest way to avoid STD infection. 


Some postmodern feminists go so far as to demand that women not be taught about the poten- 
tial dangers associated with sexual activity, lest they decide to limit those activities as a result. 
In her article, Devon Basco further writes, 


“many women learn to be fearful of sexual encounters. Women are taught to arm themselves 
against assault by watching their drinks, traveling in groups, and not acting or dressing provoc- 
atively. Unable to embrace sex fully and safely, women are trained from a young age to view 
sexual encounters as potentially life-threatening.” 


There is no acknowledgement here of the fact that sexual encounters can be potentially 
life-threatening. Her argument is simply that women should not be taught this. 


A world where all sexual licentiousness can be indulged without risk or consequence is a 
reality separate from our own. Ignorance can only endanger women. Considering the hazards 
associated with birth control, STDs, and with sex itself, the choice becomes clear. A woman who 
wants to control when she has children, who wants to raise her children with their father, and 
who wants to avoid STDs and medical complications, should remain abstinent until marriage. 
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Take Care of Yourself First 


To take care of the man in your life, you need to take care of yourself first. How could you take 
care of him, if you are falling apart yourself? There’s no way. 


Let's face it: if you're not happy, then nobody's happy. 
Here are some ways you can put yourself in a good mood for him: 


1. When you wake up, get out of bed. This is crucial. Sleeping in will make you grog- 
gy and restless all day. Don't worry if you don’t think you got enough sleep. If you are tired 
when you wake up, you probably need to go to bed earlier. Getting up when you are still tired 
will make you more tired at the end of the day. 

2. Have a routine. As soon as you get up in the morning, do the same thing every 
day. Brush your teeth and eat or drink something. Do something that doesn’t involve a screen. 
Read, start cooking breakfast, write, clean, or spend some time organizing. Get your mind and 
eyes working first. 

3. Small amounts of highly nutritious foods are better than large amounts of carbs 
and vegetables. Eating small amounts of food will help reduce bloating, keeping you comfort- 
able and active. Some highly nutritious foods are: eggs, high-fat beef and steak cuts, liver, 
bone broth, tallow, butter, kefir, raw cheese. (If you are sensitive to dairy products, consider 
cutting these out.) 

Pay careful attention to food quality when purchasing in order to find food that is most 
nutritious. Source locally if possible. Otherwise, look for these labels: grain-free, corn-free, soy- 
free, grass-fed cows, no antibiotics, no added hormones, organic, non-GMO. Food Co-ops and 
independent grocers or butchers can be a good option. Egg yolks should be amber or orange. 
Grass-fed beef fat should be yellow. 

4. Cook all meals at home. You will feel better. 

5. Exercise every day. Find something you like, so it will not feel like a chore. Buy a 
membership somewhere, and use if as an excuse to get out of the house. Go with a friend, or 
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stay accountable to yourself. 

6. Adjust the lighting in your home. Do not turn on harsh overhead lights before the 
sun comes up, or keep them on after the sun goes down. Make use of lamps, candles, task 
lighting, fairy lights, or red-color lights for utility and to set the mood. If you close you window 
blinds at night, open them during the day. 

7. Do not wear heavy makeup. A light skin moisturizer and chapstick or tinted lip 
stick will let your natural beauty shine without clogging your pores. 

8. Get dressed in the morning. Getting dressed is the best way to feel more produc- 
tive. A knee-length skirt or dress will help you feel relaxed and feminine. The skirt should cover 
the knee when sitting, for the sake of modesty. Look for materials that hold shape, rather than 
ones that cling to the body, so it does not restrict your movement. 

9. Keep the corners of your mouth lifted, and your forehead smooth. Do not allow 
your face to fall, or become tense. This simple trick will instantly transform your mood. 

10. Turn off electronics at night. Do not leave anything plugged in that can be 
unplugged. Charging your phone overnight will destroy the battery. Especially, do not bring 
electronics into the bedroom. Read or write before bed to calm your mind. 

11. Brush and comb your hair at least twice per day. A real boar bristle brush will 
help move oil from the scalp down to the hair ends. A good brushing practice will keep hair 
soft and shiny. If oil starts to build up, rinse your hair under water. Massage the scalp well to 
remove build-up. Washing methods which strip the hairs’ natural oil should be used sparingly. 

12. Let your body cool overnight. Turning off the house heat can save on your electric 
bill, and help you sleep more deeply. Opening a bedroom window is a good way to let in a 
draft. Going from a cold bed to a hot shower, or from a hot shower to a cold bed is especially 
relaxing for the muscles. 


Changing these little habits can totally change your attitude and make you a better wife, 


mother, and woman. If you are happy and well-taken care of, then you will be a help and joy 
to your family. 
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Control Your Emotions 


A woman should control her emotions. And she can. 
In five steps: 
1. Acknowledge how you feel. It is impossible to control emotions by ignoring them. 


2. Consider whether the emotion is justifiable. Ask: 

Фо | know the source of the emotion? 

-Why have | encountered the source of this emotion now? 
Can | resolve the emotion (move away from the source)? 


3. If any of these questions can be rationally answered, then the emotion may be 
justified, and immediate steps should be taken to resolve the emotion. Recognize that actions 
which do not immediately resolve the emotion will be ineffectual until the emotion is resolved. 


4. If none of these questions can be answered, then the emotion is unjustified. It does 
not make rational sense to feel that way. Disregard the emotion. 


5. Continue processing all feelings with these steps. Recognize that there is a right 
and wrong emotional response, and strive to bring the emotional response into alignment with 
rationality at all times. 


A justified emotion is one which correctly identifies something which may be harmful in the 
environment (or in the body, in the case of emotional need). It is right to feel these emotions, 
as they indicate something relevant or important about the environment or the body. These are 
an aid to rationality.

Unjustified emotions do not indicate anything useful. They may be a conditioned response to 
something which in reality poses no threat. Thus, they are irrational. There is no resolution, 
and continuing to feel that emotion will only strengthen incorrect emotional pathways in the 
mind. Irrational emotion should never control the woman. A woman has the power fo never let 
her emotions control her, if she wills it.

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The Problem with Face Masks 


There is a religious problem with face masks: Are they modest or perverse? 
There is the legal problem of face masks: What can a government mandate? 


There is the political problem of face masks: What are my rights as the citizen of said govern- 
ment? 


There is the civil problem: Will your decision put me at risk? 
There is even the scientific problem: Do face masks effectively protect against some danger? 


And there is a temptation to jump into each of these debates whenever the problem of face 
masks arises. 


But all these questions fail to touch on the primary problem with face masks: the philosophical. 
Face masks, by necessity, cover the lower half of a person’s face, including the nose and 
mouth. When one considers that humans communicate a substantial amount of non-verbal 
information through facial expressions made with the lower face, then the true problem of face 


masks becomes apparent: they dehumanize us. 


See, the reasons that are given to justify wearing a mask fail to change to appearance of it. As 
long as the appearance is the same, then so is the dehumanization. 


When our facial expressions are hidden, we become separated, unable to express ourselves 
fully. Without full expression, it is not possible to know one another. 
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If this is true, then a government that forcibly requires the covering of its populace, or any 
segment of it, succeeds in dehumanizing that people, for as long as those people do not throw 
off such a requirement. 


After all, what really is the problem with face masks: the system of belief that underlies the 
decision — or the fact that you cannot see a woman’s lips? 
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The Thing About Truth 


| think things are true in the physical world. 

| also think certain things are literally true. 

And | thinks some things are true that are literal and not physical. 

And some things are true in the physical that are not literally true. 

And | think some things are true metaphorically that are neither physical nor literal. 
And | think some things are true symbolically. 

And | think the symbolic is not always metaphorical.

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Physical Reality 


To the Woman’s observation, physical truth seems most at hand. 

She judges Physical Reality in a number of ways. First, by the light, and by the relative shades 
of light and darkness. Next, by color. For every object absorbs some wave length and reflects 
another. By these and Depth Perception, a judgment as to the Shape of Reality is made. 


She can also judge whether the shape of reality is beautiful or ugly to her. 


This judgement of the Physical is made by the function of her eyes only, but to further judge 
the Physical Reality, other mechanisms will be employed. 


The second category by which She judges Physical Reality is by Feeling, 


Feeling is felt (as in the sensation of touching the physical reality) but is also felt by the 
Emotional State of the mind. 


We will return to this later to instead now consider the third category of judgement: Body 
Image, which is more directly informed by her senses. 


First, a definition: 

The Body Image is an image of the body held in the mind which attempts to accurately portray 
the body and also portrays sensation. It is a necessary function of the mind which aides Deci- 
sion-making, i.e. movement in the physical. Without an accurate Body image, the mind will fail 


to operate the body (the state known as consciousness). 


She judges a Body Image according to her senses. It is, perhaps primarily, sensed by sight. 
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When her eye observes the physical reality, She also observes the parts of the body which are 
in view of her eyes. From this, the shape of her body, in its visible parts, and its relation to the 
physical world is judged. 


It is sensed by touch also. Through the sensation of touch She feels the body itself. It is the 
sensation of pain in any part of the body. It is also the feelings of the bones and muscles She 
feels the muscles whether they are tensed or relaxed. The sensation of the bones is only slight, 
but their position also must be judged according to touch sensation. 


The Body Image is primarily judged by these two sensations alone. But She can also use the 
taste of food to judge relative nutritional deficiencies in her body, whether those foods taste 
good or bad. This also informs her mind as to the present state of her Body, which is Body 
Image. 


Body Image is only useful when it is constantly being updated by new judgement. As the Body 
is in constant motion, only the Body Image which accurately corresponds to her body in the 
present is useful to guide Decision. 


Understanding Body Image, we return to the last category of Reality, which She must judge; 
Feeling. 


As stated, She judges Feeling through the physical sensation of Reality, which is touch. 

This feeling can also be used to inform her mind of the reality's shape, (as by touching an 
object the shape of that object can become known) but is only a minor contribution compared 
to sight for that purpose. 


She judges the feeling of Reality as to be soft or hard; comfortable or uncomfortable. 
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The feeling of Reality is also a feeling of Emotion. As such, She judges her Emotional state as 
an aspect of Reality. 


But this is Obvious when One considers that it is impossible to know the Feeling of Reality 
without also knowing how one Feels. 


So how will She judge her Emotional state? 
For it is (not a feeling of her body but) known to her mind. For it is in her mind that Emotion 
is held. It seems that Emotion can be judged, by one asking herself, “How am | feeling?”, at 
which point an answer can be made known. 


By the Feeling of Emotion, She can judge other certain aspects of Reality. 


She can judge whether something in the environment induces anxiety, and if that thing is 
accurately a threat. 


She can judge whether there is some need in her body. This can be judged by the feeling of 
desire which is felt by her. 


She can judge the engagement of her mind. (This is a judgment of how interesting the envi- 
ronment is. Her mind is highly engaged when it judges reality with frequency and accuracy.) 
Engagement with physical reality is accompanied by a heightened feeling of happiness and 

purpose. Difficult tasks and higher order thinking result in higher engagement. 


Other feelings of emotion may inform other judgements about Reality. 
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All of these three (Shape, Body Image, and Feeling) are used to judge the truth of Physical 
Reality. But it is recognized that the truth according to this judgment is subjective, since the 
things are observed only to Her. And there is necessarily a physical reality outside of herself 
which has a truth that She does not know. Although She observes the very same reality that 
exists through that judgement, which is subjective. The truth that is not know to Her is (called) 
the Objective truth of the physical. It is not known to Human perception, although in cases, 
the subjective and objective truth may seem to be the same. Objective Truth is known to God. 
And Physical Reality is the physical aspect of Objective Truth, since it exists and is real, and all 
things which exist and are real, and all things which are true, are part of the Objective Truth. 


It can be assumed all things which physically exist (that is, which have a solid presence in four 
dimensions), are in Physical Reality. 


Through observation of God, certain things may be revealed to Human Understanding, but 
these are also subjective. God has not given Man nor Woman the power to observe the Objec- 
tive Truth directly in the physical state. In this way, the soul is limited by the mind and body, 
since the soul's attachment to these two is a filter to the soul's direct observation. 


But by the mind and body, the soul is also able to observe, or rather judge, the subjective truth 
of Reality.
